MEXICO CITY, Feb. IO.— Presi­ 
dent Carranza's administration in­ 
tend* to recover to the nation great 
tracts of lands conceded by previous 
administrations to foreign interests, 
according to statements of Mexican 
officials. 
It Intends also to enforce 
the constitutional prohibition barr­ 
ing foreigners from holding land 
within 12 miles of the Mexican fron­ 
tier and I miles from the coastline. 
The general trend of their state­ 
ments is to the effect that it is the 
purpose of the administration to 
avoid 
colonisation 
projects 
that 
might eventually endanger the nation 
and to recover legal rights of the 
present producers. 
These statements were made in 
explanation of the government’s re­ 
quest that the 1919 Congress float 
a loan of 50,000,000 pesos to enable 
the nation to recover land held un­ 
der concessions by foreign interests. 
The officials stated that the great­ 
er part of several states, such as 
Lower California and Chiapas is held 
by foreigners under concessions given 
by previous administrations. 
Where the terms of these conces­ 
sions have not been complied with, 
they have been nullified, according 
to the Department of Agriculture. 
Part of the proposed loan was in­ 
tended to indemnify holders for these 
concessions for improvements they 
had made. 
Interests who have been deprived 
of their concessions by this nullifi­ 
cation have declared that interior 
conditions for the last IO years have 
made it impossible for them to ful­ 
fill their agreements. 
Various Brit­ 
ish representatives are said to be 
pushing for Indemnification for work 
done on concessions especially in 
Lower California and Chiapas. 
Denial is made by Pastor Rouaix, 
Secretary of Agricultor and De­ 
velopment 
that 
the

plans to nullify all concessions grant­ 
ed under the Dias and Madero re­ 
gimes. Only those where prescribed 
obligations have not been met will 
be annulled, he asserts.

LET THE PEOPLE RULE 


In its editorial page of 'Monday the Daily Oklahoman 
makes an able protest against the instructions given the dele­ 
gates to San Francisco by the Muskogee convention. 
Under 
the instructions adopted by the state conventions the delega­ 
tion to the national convention cannot vote for any candidate 
except Senator Ow$n, even after he is out of the race, unless 
tile delegation votes unanimously to go to another candidate. 
One delegate can thus force the other thirty nine to stay with 
Senator Owen, even though the thirty nine may know that he 
has no chance to be nominated and the senator himself asks 
that his name be withdrawn. 
It is this instruction that the 
Oklahoman objects to most seriously. 
The Oklahoman is eminently right in its objection and is 
clearly within the rule in characterising the instruction as 
undemocratic. But the history of the instruction is interesting. 
It was offered on the convention floor by John Leahy of Paw­ 
huska. It was offered just after Mr. Leahy had been unan­ 
imously confirmed as a delegate to the Frisco convention. Mr. 
Leahy had been selected by a special committee appointed 
at Senator Owen’s request and was understood to be Senator 
Owen’s personal choice. When he offered his resolution giving 
the delegation unanimous consent instructions, the convention 
naturally thought that he was acting with Senator Owen’s 
advice and consent. 
It is more than probable that Senator 
Owen had much to do with preparing the resolution that 
Leahy offered. 
While the instruction in question is clearly undemocratic, 
the action of the convention in permitting Senator Owen to 
name half the delegates is more undemocratic. 
Such action 
makes the delegation represent Senator Owen instead of rep­ 
resenting Oklahoma. Not only did the convention make Sen­ 
ator Owen its first choice for president. It also voted to him 
the power of making the second choice and the third choice. 
In fact the state now has no other choice whatever. 
When 
after the second or third ballot, when Senator Owen’s name 
is withdrawn, he has the power to vote the delegation for any 
man he chooses. 
He has the power to vote the Oklahoma 
delegation for a man that may be objectionable to every other 
citizen of the state. 
Such power should never be given to any man, regardless 
of who that man may be. The party should always recognize 
the fact that it is bigger than any man in it. Senator Owen 
has stood for many years as one of the most aggressive advo­ 
cates of popular rule. 
Yet in the Muskogee convention he 
accepted after demanding it power as absolute as Murphy 
ever wielded over Tammany Hall.

We have thus far refrained from more than the merest 
mention of the controversy between Campbell Russell and 
Governor Robertson. 
Such controversies sometimes reach a 
court of impeachment, and as a member of the Oklahoma 
state senate we might be called to sit in judgment on this 
regretable affair.

The musical entertainm ent given 
at the Normal auditorium last even­ 
ing by Oscar Seagle, famous bari­ 
tone, and his piano accompanist, 
Charles Lurvey, was well attended 
considering the inclemency of the 
weather.

His 
Irish selections always brought tre­ 
mendous applause and as a result he 
was more than once forced to devi­ 
ate from the printed program and 
give the audience more of what 
they seemed to like so well.

The latter part of the program 
was songs consisting of the more 
famous negro spirituals of the ante­ 
bellum days, and the singer soon 
realized that he was far enough 
south to inject as many of these in 
his program as he cared to. 
Mr. Seagle has the distinction of 
being the first artist to sing the 
negro songs on the classic plat­ 
forms of old New York, and during 
the course of his entertainment he 
explained how it was that he took 
his reputation in his own hands when 
he did so.

My dear Prince: 
I am in racipt of your letter of 
Feby. 7 th suggesting we debate the 
suffrage question. Replying therto 
beg to say the sovereign voters of 
Oklahoma at the leat election, when 
the suffrage question for the wom­ 
en of Oklahoma was. submitted to' 
them, enfranchised the women of 
Oklahoma by a decisive majority 
vote. This enfranchised every wo­ 
man in Oklahoma who was other­ 
wise qualified to vote and enabled 
her to vote on every office from 
constable to president. That course 
met my approval. I voted for it. 
I 
am in favor of suffrage for women. 
Congress has already passed the Ra­ 
tional suffrage amendment through 
both branches by more than two 
thirds majority That course met my 
entire approval. I voted for it. Ev­ 
ery member of Congress from Okla­ 
homa voted for IL I helped pass it 
and secure IL I believe in full equal 
suffrage. I did what I could to 
bring it about. Congress has no fur­ 
ther act to perform in connection 
with it. The job is complete so far 
as Congress ie concerned; so what 
any position you or I may have on 
the subject would not be of concern 
to the voters of Oklahoma or the 
nation. The Democratic State con­ 
vention assembled at Muskogee on 
Feby. 5th by practically unanimous 
vote requested the governor of the 
state to call the legislature togeth­ 
er for this purpose. I approve of 
the Democratic State convention in 
making this request. I approve of 
the course of the governor in indi­ 
cating his intention to call the leg­ 
islature together for the purpose of 
ratifying the act. I have no doubt 
that both branches of the legisla­ 
ture will ratify the national suf­ 
frage amendment by practically a 
unanimous vote and I shall approve 
their course in so doing. I have 
stated to you my position frankly 
and much In detail and have long 
since made complete plans for the 
presentation of my candidacy for 
the United States Senate to the peo­ 
ple of this state. I have no dis­ 
position to consume any of your 
time, any of the people's time, or 
my own time in debating a question 
that is so nearly forclosed as this 
one and on which nothing we could 
do or say would accomplish any­ 
thing. Thanking you for the oppor­ 
tunity thus given me and assuring 
yon of my friendship and esteem;

RESIDENCE CLAUSE IN THE 


CONSTITUTION MAT BE 


CITED

WASHINGTON Feb. 9.— Is Her- 
pert Hoover eligible under the con­ 
stitution as a candidate for presi­ 
dent of the U. S. 
The qualifications for president 
prescribed by the constitution are: 
“ No person except a natural born 
citizen, or a citizen of the U. S. at 
the time of the adoption of this con­ 
stitution, shall be eligible to that 
office of the president. Neither shall 
any person be eligible to that office 
who shall not have attained to the 
age of 35 years and been 14 years 
a resident within the U. S.” 
The question of Hoover’s eligibil­ 
ity arises under the provision for 
14 years residence within the U. S. 
Does this mean that the candidate 
for president must have resided in 
the U. S. for 14 years immediately 
preceding his nomination? 
Does it mean that these 14 years 
of residence shall have been after 
he reached manhood or will res­ 
idence as a minor be counted? The 
constitution is not explicit on these 
points and there has never been a 
decision of the supreme court cover­ 
ing them. 
Left U. 8. At 28 
Herbert Hoover was a resident 
of the U. S. from the date of his 
birth in 
1874 
until 
1897, when 
he went to Australia as a mining 
engineer. He has also been a resi­ 
dent since he returned to the U. S. 
in 1917 to take charge of the food 
administration. Service abroad as 
an official of the government is 
held by all authorities to he equiva­ 
lent to residence. 
Between these two periods of res­ 
idence Hoover was a mining en­ 
gineer, employed principally by Brit­ 
ish companies operating thruout the 
world. 
The political significance of this 
technical question regarding Hoov­ 
er's eligibility lies in the fact that 
the decision regarding the qualifi­ 
cations of a president elect rests, in 
the first instance at least, with 
congress. The 
present 
congress, 
Which would decide the question is 
overwhelmingly Republican. 
If Hoover should be elected on 
the Democratic ticket the Republi­ 
cans undoubtedly would take ad­ 
vantage of this technical objection 
to hold him disqualified. If he were 
elected as a third party candidate 
the Democrats might join with Re­ 
publicans supporting this constitu­ 
tional bar. 
Still Case for Courts. 
Even if congress should decide 
this constitutional question in Hoov­ 
er’s favor it would still be possible 
for a defeated candidate to carry 
the case to the courts. 
The constitutional convention re­ 
cords contain nothing to indicate 
clearly the intention with reference 
to this question of residence. 
The first draft of this section pro­ 
vided for a residence of 21 years. 
The next draft, reported Sept. 4, 
1787 from the committee of eleven, 
read:“Who has not been in the 
whole at least 14 years a resident 
of the U S.” 
if this wording had been allowed 


to stand there would be no doubt 
whatever as to Hoover’s presiden­ 
tial eligibility.

The farms of this state produc­ 
ed an income per acre in excess of 
the average for the United States 
in nine leading crops. 
This information is contained in 
the Monthly Crop Reporter, which 
contains the official report of the 
United States department of agri­ 
culture. 
Oklahoma Excels 
In the value per acre of wheat, 
oats, rye, potatoes, sweet potatoes, 
sorghum syrup, peanuts and cotton 
lint, Oklahoma exceeded the states 
of greatest production of the indi­ 
vidual crops named. The value per 
acre increase over 
the 
average 
price of the United States and only 
a fraction of the prices in Iowa. 
The total value of the farm 
production for 1919 in Oklahoma 
is given as $569,981,000. 
The development of the agricul­ 
tural resources of the state since 
1907 when Oklahoma became a 
state is shown by a comparison of 
the value of the crops for 1907 
and 1919. In 1907 the value was 
$114,958,000. Last year 
it 
was 
$425,925,000. 
M illions in Livestock 
The increase in the value of live­ 
stock in the same period ie shown 
by the figures, $116,998,000 for 
1907 and $214,181,000 for 1919. 
The report indicates that nearly 
half of Oklahoma’s 44,000,000 aeres 
is leased for oil. It is estimated that 
the owners receive in lease rental, 
royalty and bonuses $52,000,000 a 
year. Adding the value of the crops 
to this makes a total of $621,981,- 
000 or about a $3,000 income for 
each of the 200,000 farms of the 
state. 
In the summary of the report the 
following statements are 
to 
be 
found: 
Increased Wealth 
In IO years Oklahoma has advanc­ 
ed from 22nd place to 10th place 
among the states in the total val­ 
ue of ail crops. 
Its crop-value in 1919 is nearly 
four times the crop-value the year 
of state-hood, 1909, and its livestock 
value is nearly two times as great 
In 1919 its acre income for each 
of 9 crops exceeds by sums rang­ 
ing from 75 cents to $109.78 the 
acre-lncome of the state that leads 
in total production of the crops. 
In 1919 its acre-income from 12. 
leading field crops exceeds by $3.65 
the average of the United States 
tor the same crops. 
Yet Its average price for all plow 
land Is one-half the average price 
for all plow lands in the United 
States. 
In 1919 the total crop-value was 
more than twice the total oil-value. 
The foundation of Oklahoma's 
prosperity is Its fertile farms, not 
Its gushing oil wells.
